The Board-of Regents in compliance with the law requiring them to 
make an exhibit of the affairs of the University, setting forth its condition, 
its receipts and expenditures, | and an estimate of expenditures, for the ensu- 
ing term of , two years, respectfully submit the following report: 

The Board of Regents entered upon their present official term on the 
3rd day of Marcb, A. D. 1886, and organized by the election of Н, С. Struve 
as President, O. Jacobs as ‘Treasurer and L. J. Powell as Secretary. The 


appropriation of five thousand dollars for each year made by the last Legis-- 


lative Assembly to pay “the salanes of teachers and professors in the Lit- ` 


erary Department" has enabled the Board of Regents to secure the services 
of an efficient corps of teachers constituting the faculty of the University, 
and we are safe in saying that the last two years constitute a more prosper- 
ous era in. the history of the University than any similar period which has 
preceded it. The University has gradually lessened more and more its stand- 
ing asa mere academic institution and is now ina position to afford to the 


youth of our Territory a collegiate training commensurate with the growing:

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6 REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGENTS, 


The act of the Legislature prescribing the curriculum of studies for the 
University [See Laws of 1863 p. 477] provides, that the University shall con- 
sist of atleast four departments: 

I. А department of literatures, science and arts. 

2. A department of law. 

3. А department of medicine. 

4. А military department. 8 t oz aol 

Acting upon these imperative requirements of-the statue, the Board of 
Regents two years ago established a department of law and also one ot medi- 
cine, The department of law was placed in charge of a faculty consisting 
of eight professors and a stated instructor whose duty it was to prescribe the 
preliminary qualifications of students, a curriculum of students and the books 
to be used and to assign chairs to different professors. It was the plan to 
impart a thorough course of instruction consisting partly of lectures by the 
professors of the faculty, and occasional lecturers supplemented by ques- 
tions and answers and partly by a series of approved text books read under 
the guidance of the stated instructor and examination made by him 
thereon. x И ы 

The department of medicine was similarly organized by the creation of 
a faculty consisting of eleven professors. A course of study was prescribed 
extending for a period of three years consisting of didactic and climcal lec- 
tures together with dissections and practical work in the laboratory and the 
study of ‘text books and the work of reference prescribed by the faculty. 
The professors constituting the two facultiés were gentlemen eminent ‘ 
and learned in their respective professions, who generously consented 
to give their valuable time and service without charge to the University, and' 
the Board felt very hopeful that an opportunity for a thorough and methodi- 
cal training in these learned professions could be afforded to our youth, with- 
out being compelled at great expense,to attend the Eastern Colleges. 
Nothing stood in the way to make the experimenta successful one and it 
only required a moderate expenditure on the part of the Territory to launch 
it into a successful existence. Hence we asked from the last Legislature an 
appropriation of two thousand dollars for an additional building the main build 
ing being fully occupied and too crowed even to answer the ordinary purposes 
of the Department of Literature, and. Arts and Sciences. We also asked ' 
an appropriation of five hundred. dollars to defray the incidental expenses 


' of the Law and Medical Departments, to pay for books of reference, charts 


and appliances to demonstrate anatomy and other studies. But the Legis- ^ 
lature, in its wisdom, refused to sanction our request and limited its appro- 
priation to the payment of professors and teachers in the Department of 
Literature, and for that reason the Regents were prevented from carrying 
out their designs. We earnestly appeal to the Legislature at its ensuing session’ 
to make appropriation for the purposes-above.stated, so thatthe University 
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“may become such in fact as well asin name. We think the rapid growth 
of our Terntory and the intelligence of our people fully justify and demand 
that facilities be afforded to foster and promo the cause of higher educes

Professor L. J. Powell, who for five yearsJast past has acceptably filled the 
position of President of the University, departed this life near the close? of 
last term. He died atan age when it was reasonable to expect for him a 
long career of usefulness in the cause of education, respected and honored ` 
for his long faithful and successful efforts to build up the University. The 
institution has been fortunate in securing as his successor the services of 
Prof.T.M. Gatch, who for a long series ‘of years has been at the head of several 
very prominent institutions of higher learning on the Pacific Coast and ' 
whose ability, expenence and devotion will greatly augment the usefulness 
aud growth of the University. 2

The distribution of the'students as to grades during said year as follows:

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second and third terms are always most numerously attended and the Fac- 
ulty look for a larger attendance this year than ever before. Nearly all of 
the students are young men and young women, their age averaging about 
seventeen years.

Since the advent of the present Board of Regents in 188о, fifty-four stu- 
dents have completed a full course of studies, and have been dismissed with 
collegiate honors to enter upon independent and self-reliant Ше, Six of 
these, having finished the prescribed course of Е classical study, have received 
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the degree of Bachelor of Arts. In the Scientific Department twenty-four 
students have graduated with high honors, and have received the degree of 
Bachelor of Science. The Commercial Department has added four gradu- 
ates to the alumni, and the subsequent career of all these graduates and 
their present prospects in life justify the statement that their educational 
training has fitted them well for the active and responsible duties of pro- 
fessional and business life. Twenty-four students have completed the ٢ or- 

mal Course and a large portion of these together with a great-number 

of other students, who did not fintsh the full prescribed course, are now suc- 


cessfully engaged as teachers in our common schools in various parts of 
the Territory. í 


SCIENTIFIC APPARATUS 


The University is reasonably well provided with apparatus suitable for 
illustrating the physical sciences. The facilities for experimenting in elec- 
tricity are especially fine, among which may be mentioned a superb electri- 
cal machine, working with great force in all kinds of weather, a large forty 
cell galvanic battery, with which the beauties and wonders of electricities 
areillustrated; several large and powerful magnets for illustrating the earth's 
magnetism, together with many other valuable pieces for illustrating the 
recent discovenes in, physical sciences 

The cash value of the apparatus together with the chemicals is at least 
one thousand dollars. We recommend the continuance of a small appro- 
рпайоп for the purchase of additional apparatus and chemicals to be 
expended from time to time, as it may become necessary. "

LIBRARY. To 


The University library now contains about 2,500 bound volumes and 
800 pamphlets and periodicals. To these additions are made from time to 
time. About $200 has been devotid to the brary and when all the new books 
arrive which have been ordered from the Fast, the efficiency of the library 
will be greatly icreased. Students and teachers have access to the library free 
of charge. Miss Emma Clark has been appointed librarian and under her 
intelligent oversight the Library has been keptin first class order. We earn- 
esly recommend a suitable appropriation to be expended for additional stand- 


ard works and books of reference. The value of the library is placed by

NATURAL HISTORY. i 


A society of young men, calling themselves the “ Young Naturalists"' 
have been permitted to construct, attheir own expense, upon а portion of 
the University grounds not used for other purposes, a fine "comodious two 
story building in which they have placed a museum containing numerous 
specimens of natural history. To this has been added the private collection 
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of Professor O. B. Johnson, now and for many years past, occupying the 
chair of Natural Sciences, which collection embraces over twenty thousand 
specimens representing every department of Natural history.

‘A fine piano and a 
chapel organ, both property of the University, are at the disposal of the stu- 
dents. Instructions in vocal music is uuder the charge of Miss Ellen J. 
Chamberlain, one of the regular teachers. The Art Department héretofore 
under the efficient charge of Miss K, D, Allmond, 1s about to re-organize 
under the control of Miss Gatch, and new rooms for the accomodation of 
«this class are being provided.

Two large and well conducted, literary societies, one for the ladies and 
the other for the gentlemen, afford ample opportunity to the student for 
improvement in debate, oratory, criticism, correct methods of conducting

We also earnestly recommend the continuance of the Jaw relating to free 

scholarship, from’every Council and Representative District im the Territory 
and also that feature of the law which allows the deduction of necessary 
traveling expenses from the price of tuition of all other students from all 
sections of the Terntory outside of King county. The wisdom of this law. 
‘has been vindicated by the attendance of ‘promising students from a large 
majority of the different counties in the Territory. 


“UNIVERSITY BOARDING HOUSES. 


For the accomodation of students from abroad there are two separate 
buildings where board and lodging are furnished at very reasonable rates, 
the former at $2.50 per week and the latter included for from $400 to $500 
per week, Students are also ableif they so prefer, to procure suitable board ... 
and lodging; or either with respectable families residing near the University, 
at similar reasonable rates. One of these boarding houses is set apart for 
young gentlemen, and the other for young ladies The former was erected 
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at a cost or $3,000, all of which was gratuitously donated by the citizens of 
Seattle, and is now the property of the Territory. The boarding house for 
young ladies is under the immediate supervision of the President of the 
University, and is іп-аП respects as comfortable and homelike as it is possi- 
ble to make it, The Preceptress, Miss Brown, has the special care and over- 
sight of the young ladies. Several of the teachers reside in the same build- 
ing with the pupils, eat atthe same table with them/and have a constant over 
sight of their conduct and thus exercise a healthful influence over their 
manners and morals. Іп the government of the boarding pupils, as well as 
others, it is the aim to exercise such care over them and give such attention 
to their deportment and manner of living as will secure thorough scholar- 
ship, breed culture, good health, gemal manners, pure morals and a high type 
of manhood and womanhood. During the last collegiate year, many stu- 

adents have been accomodated at the University boarding houses, and have 

, -found it a delightful and pleasant home. Since additional repairs and renova- 

*tions will be necessary, which are referred to in the extract of expenditures 
referred to in another place of this report. 


UNIVERSITY LANDS. 


We have endeavored from time to time, to enlist the attention of the 
Legislative Assembly, to the present status of the reservation of lands for a 
University, made by Act of Congress, approved July 17, 1854, see Sec. 4 of 
Act amending Donation Law [1oth А) S. Statues at Large, p 305, Sec 4] By 
this Act there are reserved two townships of land to beselected1n legal sub- 
divisions under the direction of the Legislative Assembly. It is deemed 
proper by us in this place, to give a brief historical summary of the Acts of 
the Legislature, and the Acts of the Board of Commissioners, in relation to 
these reserved lands, so that the precise situation may be understood. 


Begin after the location of the Terntorial University at Seattle, in 1860, 
by the Territorial Legislature, an Act was passed by the same body on Jan. 
uary, 11, 1861, creating a board of three Commissioners, with authority to 
select and locate the lands directed to be reserved by Act of Congrcss, as 
above stated, and also with authority to sell any and all lands thus located. 
for any sum not less than $1.50 per acre. Armed with this authority, the 
Board of Commissioners proceeded, not only to locate this land but also to 
sell the same, and. with the proceeds of these sales, the present University 

"buildings were erected shortly thereafter, upon ten acres of land donated for 
that purpose, by Hon. A. A. Denny, The erection of these buildings and the 
improvementof the grounds, with the expenses of the Commisioners practical- 
ly exhausted the funds derived from the sale of lands by the Commissioners. 

Of course the Act of the Legislature, of Jauuary 11, 1861, authorizing 
the sale of the reserved lands as well as the acts of the Commissioners 
undertaking to convey title thereto, were clearly repugnant to the Act of 
Congress above cited, which Act simply contemplatéd a reservation, instead 
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of a grant, as assumed by the Commissioners. In 1864 it was authoritatively 
decided by the Land Department, of the Government, that the T erritorial 
authonties had no legal right to convey the lands. It appeared, however, 
that a large number of persons had purchased these lands from the Com- 
missioners prior to that date, and had paid the purchase price in good faith, 
fully believing that the Commissioners had the legal right to sell the same, 


| 4 and that they were acquiring a valid title. Torelieve this classof purchasers 


Coa rress on the 14th day of Marcli 1861, passed an Act providing in substance 
thatin all cases of sales made to individuals, by Territorial authorities, prior 
to that time, in which it was shown to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
the Interior, that such sales were made бола fide, and that such tracts were 
properly selected, ıt should be lawful for the Secretary to approve such 
selection as a grant im fee simple, and that a transcript thereof, duly certi- 
fied by the Gentral Land Office, duds Vest the title in the سس‎ and 
its bona fide vendees. [13 Stat. at Large p. 28.] 

Shortly after'the passage of ithis Act of Congress, the Territorial Legis- 
lature abolished the Board of University Commissioners, and only a few 
very imperfect records of the acts and doings of the Board are supposed to 
be extant to aid in. ascertanmg the status of these lands. Itis known, how- 
ever, that a portion of the lands selected and sold, as above stated, have 
"been approved by the Secretary of the Interior and that others selected are 
still held by the Government as reserved lands for University. purposes. We 
also believe that additional lands may be sclected to make up the quantity 
prescribed by the Act of Congress. As Regents, we have made repeated 
efforts to ascertain precisely the quantity and description of lands confirmed, 
the quautity and description of lands still held in reserve, and the amouut 
remaining to be selected. The Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
however, declined to give us this information, for the reason that it already 
has been furnished to a former Board of Regents. and in our judgement, it 


is important that there should be a thorough investigation of the ‘situation . 


relative to these lands, so that the interest of the University may be protected 
and so that any selections yet authortzed to be made can be located as speedily 
as possible and before the most desirable public lands are taken. As Regents, ~ 
we have had no authonty to deal with these lands and we therefore strongly 
re-iterate our recommendation heretofore made, that some competent per- 
son or Board be employed or appointed to ascertain and report the quantity 
and descnption of all Jands reserved and the title of which has not been con- 
firmed by the Secretary of the Interior, under the Act of Congress above 
set forth, and also to locate any additional lands authorized to be reserved 
under the Act of Congress, of. July 17, 1854. It should also be ascertained 
whether or not the Commissioners have sold any of the reserved University 7 
lands, the title of which, has not yet been confirmed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, and if so, whether or not any of these sales were made bong fide as 
contemplated by the Act of Congress, of March 14, 1864, and whether or not 
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the Territory ought not to resíst the confirmation of title thereto. А moder- 
ate appropriation to pay the expenses of this work and a. judicious appoint- 
ment will, in our opinion, amply compensate the Terntory, and probably 
secure the recovery of a considerable part of the bountiful provision of Con- 


gress, which has been so improvidently dealt with in the early history of the 
Territory,

In addition to the property hereinbefore referred to, as belonging to the 
University, we may state that the Terntory owns the University grounds, ' 
being a campus having an area of ten acres, beautifully situated in the very 
heart of the City of Seattle, on which is erected the main University build- 
ing, the President's house, the boarding house and the hall for student's 
lodging. Among the personal property not before mentioned are a safe 
seven stoves, range, office chairs, clocks, school room desks and furniture, 
and a collection of fine maps of ancient and modern countries. ۱

The law creating the Board of Regents requires us to submit at each
